The  name  of  the  Association 
shall  be  "The  Kootenay  Mining 
Protective  Association. '" 

2.  The  object  of  the  Association 
shall  be  the  protectinfr.  developinjjf 
and  fosterinjjf  of  the  mininfjf  industry 
of  the  West  Kootenay  District  of 
British  Columbia. 

3.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  six  or  more  vice-presi- 
dents, (one  of  which  is  to  be  a  rep- 
resentative of  each  minin<»"  division): 
(me  treasurer:  one  secretarv.  who. 
with  the  committee  of  raanajj^ement. 
consistin.ur  of  twenty-four  members, 
shall  <jfovern  the  Association  and 
serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected  or  appointed. 

4.  That  the  Association  shall  be 
composed  of  mine  owners,  man- 
a<^"ers.  superintendents  of  mines, 
and  others  interested  in  mines:  and 
that  minin<»*  compani.es  joinin<»"  the 
Association  be  represlented  by  their 
manat^ers.  o  •  such  iifficial  as  the 
company  shall  name/ such  manajTfer 
or  official  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Association  so  lono"  as  his  companv 
shall  bdlonjjf  to  it. 

5.  That  each  person  joininijf  the 
Association  shall  iKiy  an  entrance 
fee  of  twenty  dollars,  (^2(K(U)).  and 
each  minin'.»"  company  fifty  dollars 
($')(>. Oil)  and  such  other  assessments 
made  by  the  committee  of  mana,i>*e- 
raent.  proi)ortionat'"lv  with  the  ad- 
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mission fee.  as  tliey  may  find  neces- 
sary, to  del  ray  lei^al  or  other  ex- 
penses connected  with  the  work  of 
the  Association. 

().  The  ordinary  meetintis  of  the 
Association  shall  b.^  held  (luarterly. 
on  the  second  Saturday  in  January. 
March.  June  and  September. 

7.  Special  meetino-s  may  be  called 
at  any  time,  by  tlie  president,  or  by 
any  two  vice-presidents,  on  jjflvinn- 
two  weeks'  notice  thereof;  or.  on 
emerjrency.  such  notice  as  the  occa- 
sion may  require,  the  notice  of  con- 
veninjjf  the  meetinuf  ;-,uatin,o'  clearly 
the  object  thereof. 

8.  All  meetinjrs  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  jj^overned  by  Parliamen- 
tary rule.s  and  i).'oc  ^diire. 

9.  The  oriii'inatinj^"  membc-rs  of 
the  As.sociation  shall  be  the  stiijtiKi- 
tories  who  sitrned  the  skeleton  Arti- 
cles of  Association  prior  co  the  first 
formal  meeting  of  the  Association. 
who  shall  have  paid  the  fees  set 
forth  in  Article  5. 

10.  The  auditor  shall  be  elected 
bv  the  committee  of  inana,L>"ement. 
and  such  auditor  shall  not  be  a 
member  of  the  A^ssociation. 

11.  The  bankers  of  the  Associa- 
tion shall  be  the  Bank  of  British 
Columbia. 

12.  The  offices  of  the  Association 
shall  be  the  resid^^nce  of  the  secre- 
tary. 
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BY-LAWS. 

1.  Applications  for  membership 
shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of 
the  Association,  endorsed  by  at 
least  two  members  in  ^ood  stand- 
injr.  Upon  receipt  of  such  applica- 
tion the  secretary  shall  send  a  reg- 
ular form  to  each  member  of  the 
committee,  setting  forth  the  appli- 
cation, and  requesting  a  written 
vote,  to  be  returned-  to  his  office 
within  twelve  (12)  days,  and  a  two- 
thirds  (tt)  majority  of  those  voting 
shall  elect.  ^ 

The  votes  shall  be  taken,  opened 
and  counted  in  the  presence  of  the 
president,  or  one  of  the  vice-presi- 
dents. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secre- 
tary to  immediately  notify  the  ap- 
plicant of  his  election  or  reiection. 

2.  The  entrance  fee  set  out  in 
Article  5  of  the  Constitution  shall 
invariably  be  sent  in  with  the  appli- 
cation or  it  will  not  be  considered. 
Should  the  application  be  refused, 
the  fee  will  be  returned  with  the 
intimation  thereof. 

3.  All  members  who  shall  be  de- 
linquent with  their  assessment  for 
thirty  (30)  days  shall  be  struck  off 
the  roll  of  membership,  except  for 
satisfactory  cause  shown  to  the 
committee  of  management. 

4.  That   at   all 
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Association  where  a  (juestion  has  to 
be  decided  by  votes,  the  votinj^- 
shall  be  l)y  ballot  and  individuals 
shall  have  two  votes,  and  companies 
voting  by  their  representatives 
shall  have  five  votes  each. 

5.  At  quarterly,  special  and  jjcen- 
eral  meetings,  25  per  cent,  of  the 
membership  shall  form  a  quorum, 
and  members  may.  if  unable  to  be 
present,  vote  by  w^ritten  proxy  on 
the  questions. 

().  The  committee  of  manaj^ement 
shall  consist  of  twenty -four  (24) 
members^  including  the  officers  of 
the  Association,  of  whom  not  less 
than  two  shall  be  elected  from  each 
mininjjf  division  of  the  West  Koote- 
nay  District. 

Any  eifjfht  members  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  deemed  a  quorum. 
This  committee  shall  be  elected  at 
the  first  annual  meeting*  of  the 
Association,  and  if  not  then  filled  it 
shall  be  added  to  and  completed  by 
the  committee  themselves;  and  this 
committee  shall  be  subsequently 
elected  at  the  first  annual  meeting 
in  each  and  every  year. 

The     president,     vice-presidents, 
treasurer  and  secretary  shall  be  ex 
officio  members  of  this   committee. 

7.  All  cheques  shall  be  issued  bv 
the  secretary  and  countersigned  by 
the  president  or  his  nominee.
